SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled positive plate film (also known as No 27 One Photographic Negative of 
Text) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is an untitled segment of text printed on a sheet of plastic, positive 
plate film used in the printing process. The text contains a description of a female 
prisoner being sexually assaulted by a female prison warden and recounts how the 
prisoner has her face forced into a dirty toilet bowl. As well as being graphic in nature 
the text is written in a sexually titillating manner. The effect of such a description is to 
promote and support the use of violence and coercion to compel a person to submit to 
sexual conduct, and to tend to promote and support the use of excrement in 
association with degrading and dehumanising conduct. The publication is therefore 
deemed objectionable. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
